Station Procedures and Reporting Techniques 


by Jerry Starr, VHOT, Youngstown, Ohio 


During the 1963 WRC Convention in Boston, Bart Cronin and I had the 
pleasure ofconducting a seminar on the subject of radio station proced= 
ures and their relation to reception reporting, For those who vere not 
ableto attend, thefollowing is a condensation of some of the interest-= 
ing questions posed and the anstrers. 


TO WHOM SHOULD A RECEPTION 


REPOR’ BE ADDRESSUD? The conmaon practice of 


sending the report to the Chief Engineer, or, alternatively, to the in- 
gineering Department, is the best policy, Sencing the report to the sta- 
tion in general isn't the best idea~ the chences are good that the re- 
port will join the junk mail in the trastebasket, 


DO STATIONS KEEP A LOG OF TUE RECORDS 


THY PLAY? With very Tew excep- 


tions, stations do not keep any sort of music log, Noting the type of 


music in your report may help toidentify the station, but a logging of 
record titles only should not be verified, One exception is when the 
record's position of popularity is mentioned- the station obviously has 
a record of this position, It is also advisable to mention reporting an

nical performance, but todayts equipment tatres care of that, Informa- 
tion such as local treather = of no value to the station (and of little 
immortance to the DXer), but it isiise to fill in these spaces rather 
than to leave a blank line, Remember that radio is big business, and 
many stations can't be hothered by Dierss often reports have only cur- 
losity value, Some stations, of course, are interested in reports, but 
‘their value is-novhere near what 1t was years ago,
